DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 12/22/201 1 has been entered and made of record. Claims 
1 -1 9 are cancelled. Claims 20-22 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The amendment to claims 20-22 has overcome the prior art. Claims 20-22 are 
allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Waki 
(2002/01 71 65 A1 ) is made of record as teaching a video image and plurality of 
graphical images composited together into a final composite image [abstract]. Each 
plane is held in a holding unit, i.e., image holding unit (104) [0105], video plane (106) 
[01 07] and OSD plane (1 07) [01 1 0]. The method/system of Waki uses alpha values to 
display the layer desired [01 21-01 26]. 

Matsumoto et al. (2003/0080958) teaches an image generating apparatus that 
superimposes a plurality of layers for display [abstract]. The drawing application 
processor (1 1 ) generates a display list for a 3D image that further instructs the display 
list arranging device (122) and scene object setting device (121) to send coordinate 
transformation information the arranged or reconstructed display list to the drawing 
device (1 3) [0076]. However, Matsumoto is silent in changing the specific order of the 
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layers according to the request from a user. As modified by Hirano (2002/0047917), 
Hirano teaches character data, still image data and move image data to be 
superimposed together [0031]. 

Furthermore, the prior arts fail to teach changing the order of the layers to include 
any one specific order of superimposing a specific order of the stored graphics images, 
video images and still images, as claimed.
